SELF-SUPPOR? IN INDIA, 


William Taylor’s success in mission 
| work is beyond all praise. He has 
|apostolic zeal, undying faith and abun- 
dant fruits in most of his enterprises. 
Just pow he is emphasizing the matter 
of ‘‘self-support,” and there is much 
to commend the principle where there 
{is room for its providential application. 
; Amoug heathen pure and simple self- 
| supporting 


missions are impossible. 
| Churches in heathen lands may be made 
| self supporting by reason of the Amer- 
jicans and English (the Scriptural 
scattered abroad”) who 
reside in the large cities of those 
heathen lands. The principle as ap- 
plied by William Taylor has been suc- 
cessful, thus, particularly in India. 

| Rev. S. P. Jacobs, who was sent out 
by William Taylor, wri'es the following 
‘to the Christian Standard on the sub- 
ject. After recapitulating India’s needs, 
our Christian obijigations, and some 
details of success, Mr. Jacobs says: —

“About a half dozen members of South 
India Conference are now engaged in the 
native work, and others feel pressed to enter 
it. Not all, however, are supported by our 
own church. Parallel with this call upon 
men to enter the native work, is the wide 
door of invitation among the natives inquir- 
ing for the gracious light of God and reading 
the gospels with avidity and listening with 
wonder to the story of the Cross. Hardly 
a day bas passed for a fortnight that a score 
or more of people have not come upon these 
premises to examine Christian life and bear 
Christian doctrine.

3,000 rupees; twenty appointments contrib- 
uted sums from 41 to 72 rupees; and Luck- 
now sustzined entirely the English and Hin- 
dustani churches. Such is the record of the 
past year. 

‘Our relation here during this year is 
peculiar. We are doing work for an inde- 
pendent institution. It is probable that at 
the close of this year the orphanage will pass 
into the hands of a committee of Plymouth 
Brethren, who will take the full financial and 
spiritual care of the institution. They, for 
the most part, have been its financial sup 
porters from the beginning. Letters to the 
brethren in England have been written con- 
cerning this end. The blessed work among 
the orphans ard the interest awakened out- 
side have resulted from laborers supported 
by funds from England with but little excep- 
tion. Irefer to thts to remove the impression 
that our work during this year is on the self- 
supporting plan. The questions are sub- 
mitted: Shall a general aggressive movement 
for the salvation of these hungering millions 
be po tponed? Or, shall the immediate 
occupancy of the field be taken with the aid 
of Christians at home ? 

‘‘How this help is to come, I leave for 
others to answer. At present wo are among 
the ‘irregulars;’ that is, not under the man- 
agement of the Missionary Society. We 
should be on the same footing as a home 
Conference if we received supplemental aid 
from the Missionary Society. If we continae 
in the present relation, help from home must 
come through unofficial channels if it comes 
at all.” — Northwestern Christian Advocate.

H. Pratt. Compiled by Her Husband. 
Philadelphia: E. Claxton & Co. 12:mo, 
363 pp. The volume is illustrated by a 
portrait—a very attractive face, full 
of light and sweetness.

The interest in Cambridge was less 
amazing, as the evangelical wing of the

THER CONSERVAT:?: RY PLAN OF 
INSTRUCTION 
@OMPARED WITH 


PRIVATE LESSONS. 


BY WALTER SMITH. 

As in all edneational metheds, there 
are good points and bad points in both, 
rememberivg the variety in 
human character, and that one method 
may suit the same individual at one 
time, ana not be suitable at 
period of development 
wisest plan of stu:iv will give opportu- 
nities in both class instruetion and in- 
dividual 
different useful in 
helping to unfol! that compound thing 
thing which is called character. 

Let us look, for a moment, at the use 
and abu<e of each method of instruc- 
tion. The student of any subject —art, 
acience, music, litera'ure or education 
—must study with much patience the 
phenomen: of language and history of 
either, before sufficient vantage-ground 
ean be secured which to build 
solid superstructures, In no one is 
there a royal road to success, and the 
frolics of real or assumed genius are 
poor substitutes for the love and labor 
which conscientious practice will re- 
quire from the real student. 

A certain amount of work has to be 
done by everybody in the acquisition of 
skiil, which cannot be avoided, and for 
which there is no substitute possible. 
The self-taught, who have succeeded, 
have been merciless masters over them- 
selves in this respect. and pupils who 
work under cannot shirk 
the ordeal of patient discipline. Lan- 
guage must be iearued before we can 
speak, and grammar must be somehow 
acquired before oratory or literature 
are pos-ibie. 

Let it be here remembered that lan- 
guage is the same fur all; but what 
shall be said in that Iunmguaze concerns 
the individual only, and that we teach 
how to speak, not what shall be said. 
This indicates that up to a certain stage 
in education, during the time when a 
eommon lunguage is being learned, the 
e@onservatory or system is the 
most practical, for it lays the common 
foundation Decessary to all—that of 
source and style of grammatical artic- 
ulation; while is not hinder the 
individual developmeut which can only 
be secured by stu'y und practice, aud 
results in origina ity. 

A texcher will teach what he knows, 
will show what he can do and how he 
does it, to all his pupils, whether in a 
elass or to separate students, just so 
far as his work is based on legitimate 
and sound privcioles in education; but 
he is fur more likely to generalize and 
make his instruction applicable to ali 
when teaching several pupils in differ- 
ent degrees of development, to make 
prominent in fact the essentials of his 
art or his knowledge when teaching 
Many, than he can possibly do when 
teaching one. 

The reason for this is obvious. If he 
is giving a private lesson to one pupil, 
he must dilute his instruction with the 
deficiencies of his pupil, to assimilate 
it to that pupil’s needs; and there is 
danger that the teacher may bow too 
sympathetically to the pupil, and thus 
encourage his weakness. But in a 
class, upon a proper system of class 
Instruction, the teacher works ooly to 
impart the right way, irrespective of 
individualism, and thus holds up the 
ideal constantly, before weak and strong 
alike. 

Every class will be upheld by the 
strength of its strongest member, and 
thus the wexk are more liable to be 
influenced by the strong than the strong 
are liable to be depressed by the weak. 
This is the principle of the arch, in which 
several stones by union become stronger 
than one even larger stone, because 
each in its work has the support and 
strength of all the others to assist and 

strenuthen its force. There is an im- 
petas in a class, which carries along 
With it the faltering or imbecile, when 
once the current has been reached.

These, then, are the strong argu-| 
ments for the conversatory plan of ail 
struction, viz., that the teacher will! 
insist more upon essential prineiples | 
which are equally important to all, ina 
class, than is possible while ministering 
to the weakness of one pupil; and, 
secondly, that the strength of the strong } 
is more catching than the weakness of 
the weak, in education, if net in physi- 
cal affections. 

In private lessons, on the other hand, 
the teacher bows down before the pupil 
in the effort to be serviceable, and the 
great object of education, which is to 
develop the strength of the taught, 
runs the danger of being sacriticed to 
the veneer of making the pupil affect the 
manner of the master— a very tempo- 
rary and unsatisfactory result. For 
instruction is to the pupil what a ferti- 
lizer is to a plant, and it is possible to 
over-develop and make a plant run to 
seed instead of making solid growth in 
youth and attaining flower and fruit at 
maturity from the uafolding of its own 
inherent power. 

Auother danger arising from the con- 
tinued help given by the private teacher, 
is the destruction of self-reliance and 
self-help in the pupil. It is so much 
easier to be shown a thing than to find 
out how todo it for yoursel*; and when 
this clinging habit has been formed, the 
essentially student habit of vigorous 
experimenting is killed entirely. 

There comes a time, necessarily, if 
the first steps have been weli taken, 
when the student requires the best ad- 
vice and almost private counsel from a 
master on his individual difficulties o: 
mysteries, and then general or class 
instruction will not reach him; though 
even then it would be better for him te 
join a very advanced class of pupils 
who fee) the same difficulties as he does, 
and see in such a class various ways 0! 
solving special troubles, than to borrow 
artiticial help of a master, to save the 
exercise of analysis and comparison. 

Ou the whole, class iustructiou, with 
practical demonstration by the teacher, 
is the most 
eaching, for it holds the teacher to the 


invigorating method ot 


best standards, aud protects the studen! 


from coddling aud stunting his ow! 


powers. If both plans be pursued, the 
class lesson should fuvaiiably preced:

Che above figures, therefore, may be 
taken as a tolerably fair estimate of the 
liquors consumed in Boston,or,at least, 
of the cash cost to the consumers. 

We are curious to know the cost of 
these liquors to the consumers as sold at 
the usual retail prices. 

Allow 102 293 yallous of the total 1,- 
102,293 gallons to be sold for necessary 
medicinal, mechanical and artistic pur- 
poses, of which no further account will 
be made, we have 1,000 000 gallons left 
for consumption as a beverage. What 
does it cost the consumers? We must 
not overlook the fact that there is a very 
extensive practice of expanding liquors 
by arts known to the trade. [t is done 
to such an extent that a gentleman fa- 
miliar with the secrets assured me that 
it amounts to at least fifty per cent. 
more than the original quantity. We 
have then 1.500,000 gallons to be con 
samed. Allowiug one-third of this 
quantity to be sold by the gallon, quart 
or pint, at the moderate rate of thirty- 
tive cents per pint, and it amounts to 
$1.400.000. Let the remainder ne sold 
at ten cents per glass and it amounts to 
$8,000,000, making a cest to the con- 
sumers of $9,400,000 tor that portion 
sold as & beverage, making uo account 
of what is sold for medicinal, mechan- 
ical, etc., purposes. 

Taking next the 22,180,128 gallons of 
malt liquors, and allowimg 180 128 gal 
lons for waste, we have lett 22,000,000 
yvallons to be consumed as a beverage.

The direct expenditures for alcoholic 
drinks in Boston in ove year are sufli- 
cieut to pay off the net debt of the city. 
[t would pay the reguiar ruaning ex- 
penses of the city two years. The «i- 
rect and indirect cost of liquors is equal 
to all the school expenses of the city 
for twenty-nine years, including new 
school buildings, and the whole outlay 
for Lakes Cochituate and Mystic to the 
present time. The picture is not over- 
drawn. Liquor, liquor shups, saloons, 
beer barrels, bottles, and men liquor- 
scented, colored, inflamed, bloated, 
emaciated, are too thick on every hand 
in Boston to leave room for doubt. 

It is not necessary to moralize at 
length over this exhibit. Is is very 
suggestive. When men go to the Legisia- 
ture asking for charters conferring spe- 
cial privileges, they are called upon to 
show what advantages they pro ose to 
coufer upon the public. The citizens of 
Boston are called upon to charter the 
liquor traffic, to license it, and take it 
under the shield of legal sanctiou. Why 
| Should special immuni:y be granted to a

public or private property, to morals,
